planations for the decline were given 
which seemed not at all out of line 
with the trend of events.

theee was that a great many Inves- 
tors were disposing of government 
bonds In order to pay their Income 
taxes and that this naturally threw 
* greater number than usual of the 
•ecurlties on the market with a re- 
sult of declining prices. Tbe other 
explanation wag that since govern- 
ment bonds had gone so much above 
par they had gotten to the point 
where the price waa greater than a 
•atisfactory yield, even under present 
*a*y money conditions with the re- 
•ult that some readjustment In price 
became necessary. 


It is likely that these two explana- 


tions covered in great part the rea- 
•on for tbe decline In bond prices. 
Y«t it is just as well to take stock in 
the situation and to consider what 
might happen if our present situation 
continues 
One of the greatest spec- 


ters for the future has been lunation
